Circular to Gas Contpanties. 

















| Tux circle of the popular agitation for ‘‘ cheap gas ”’ is steadily 
| but sensibly extending its limits. Twelve months since it was 
| directed principally against the occupiers of the small district 
| forming the city of London (which, however, does not contain 
| one twelfth part of the entire population of the metropolis), and 
| it has been so far successful as to deprive the capital and skill 
expended there, of its fairreward. The immediate instigators of 
the City movement have precluded themselves from directly 
| inciting the other parts of the metropolis to follow the same 
course, yet the example is contagious, and already in many 
districts, public meetings have been held during the last month 
to organize a similar system of agitation. The Chartered 
Company have, therefore, taken the wise determination of 
putting down the clamour, so far as they are concerned, by a 
reduction to 5s. per 1000 feet, in the districts supplied by them 
outside of the City boundaries, and the other companies with 
whom they compete must necessarily follow their example ; 
| and, though the rest may hesitate for a time, yet there can be 
little doubt but that before the expiration of 1850, 5s. will be 
the maximum price charged by all of the metropolitan gas 
companies north of the Thames. 

Nor are the provinces exempt from the influences of the 
movement; and it behoves every gas company seriously to 
examine into its situation, and ascertain how far, by improving 
its system of working, or reducing its expenditure, it will be 
justified in making concessionswithout sacrificing the permanent 
interests of its proprietors. Large dividends and exaggerated 
values of shares must, in the altered state of affairs, cease to be 








sought for. A gas company with its shares at par, paying 
six per cent. dividend, and having moderate reserves for the 
renewal and reproduction of its apparatus, is in a far more 
healthy position, than one paying Hudsonian dividends on shares 
at Californian premiums. 

An attempt at a compromise of the city of London gas 
question (to which we should not have alluded, had not the 
Great Central Company thought fit to publish the following 
details respecting it, under circumstances which we are informed 
lay the parties open to the charge of breach of faith), has been 
made during the last month, and failed. We give the documents 
inextenso, premising that they are entirely the ex parte statements 
of the Great Central Company. 


FIRST REPORT OF DEPUTATION. 

We, your deputation, appointed on the 23rd instant, to attend the 
conference with the directors of the other City gas companies, do 
report— 

r We were met by Mr. Gray, the chairman of the Dorset-street 
Gas Company, and Mr. Hawes, the chairman (or deputy-chairman) 
of the Chartered Gas Company, accompanied by Mr. T. Tyrrell, who 
acted as solicitor for both companies. Mr. Dillon, one of the com- 
mittee of gas consumers; Mr. Deputy Harrison, one of the commis- 
sioners of sewers; and Mr. Deputy Stevens, a shareholder not con- 
nected with the board, were likewise present as witnesses of the 
contemplated negotiation. 

2. We required, on the part of the gas consumers of the City, asa 
preliminary to all negotiation, that the companies should state 
whether they would undertake to be legally bound by deed (if suf- 
ficient) or by act of Parliament.(if necessary), to perform and keep all 
the obligations and conditions expressed in this company’s petition 
to the Court of Sewers. They severally emphatically stated that 
they would. 

3. We then read to them the copy of the minutes of this board of 
the 21st of January, a copy of which, as defining the limits of our 
powers, is hereto appended. Mr. Gray and Mr. Hawes did not pro- 
duce any written authority, but they acted under plenary powers 
from their respective companies. 

4. In answer to the first proposal of this company, to amalgamate 
with the Dorset-street Company, and to compensate the Chartered 
Company for retiring; and also in answer to the second proposal of 
this company, to buy up the interests of those companies in the City 
upon equitable terms, both Mr. Gray and Mr. Hawes positively 
declared that their companies would not accede to either suggestion. 
Mr. Tyrrell referred to reasons why they would not amalgamate, but 
we refused to listen to or answer any objections ; saying it was useless 
to discuss the terms of an arrangement, or the reasons for or against 
-" if 2 had been predetermined that no such arrangement should be 
adopted. 

5. We then proceeded to discuss the third suggestion in our mi- 
nutes, At the request of Mr. Tyrrell, we stated with frankness and 
clearness the precise position of our company, namely, that, besides 
the subscribers to the Parliamentary Contract Deed, amounting to 
about 1000 shares, we had disposed of the remaining, about 9000 
shares, to registered shareholders in the Incorporated Company ; 
that the call of £1 had been paid up, and a considerable sum beside 
in anticipation of future calls; that the payments of the company, 
including the deposit and expenses of two land purchases, amounted | 
to about £6000 or £7000. We then explained the precise nature of 
our contracts with Messrs. Peto and Betts to build the works, and 
with Mr. Croll to manufacture the gas; we also answered fully every 
question asked, for the purpose of giving a perfect knowledge of 





every circumstance connected with the position of this company ; 
and we authorized Mr. Tyrrell to make any conditional arrangement 
he pleased with those gentlemen, subject to the approval of the Court 
of Sewers, the body of gas consumers, and the shareholders in this 
company, in the manner set forth in our minutes read to the meeting. 








An attempt was made by Mr, Tyrrell and the other directors, to 
make this appear as a pecuniary negotiation with thiscompany. We 
indignantly repudiated such a supposition. We declared that we 
were acting with a view to the public interest, in attending a con- 
ference with the directors of the two rival companies, to ascertain |! 
whether any proposals they might make could be adopted, by which 
the employment of unnecessary capital could be avoided, and, at the 
same time, the interests and wishes of both the public and the share- 
holders could be satisfied; but that this board would have nothing 
to do with any pecuniary arrangement. If the proposals they might 
make were such as to recommend them to the judgment of this 
board, it would place them in a favourable point of view, both before 
the consumers and the shareholders ; and, if adopted, it would be 
the duty of the board to see that the company was indemnified from 
every engagement, both legal and honourable, into which they had 
entered. The chairman stated that he required nothing as a pecuniary 
condition of his assent, beyond the repayment of his deposit and 
call; he, however, left it to the directors of the other companies to 
determine for themselves whether they thought the shareholders gene- 
rally would be satisfied with the mere repayment of the anaes | they 
had advanced, in carrying to a successful result, with great labour 
and anxiety, a struggle which at one time appeared to be fraught 
with considerable risk. 

The meeting was then adjourned till Saturday, at eleven o’clock, 
to give the directors of the two other companies an opportunity of 
considering the matter, and ascertaining whether arrangements co 











be made with the parties with whom this company had entered into |}, “° S 
contracts. it S 
We congratulate the directors and the public upon the pledge thus f OR 
obtained from the other companies, to be legally bound by the same j{ — >7 
conditions as those which this company voluntarily offered to the jj -- |» 
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Court of Sewers. "We, however, have to notice a material feature of 
the case, in which the obligation agreed to be entered into by the 
other companies fails to give to the public a pledge for future reduc- 
tions which this company’s engagements secure. This company 
requires a present capital of £150,000, and is limited to a maximum 
capital of £250,000, required for the exclusive supply of the entire 
City, upon which the dividend will have to be paid before the public 
auditor can report that a reduction in price has to be made. The two 
other companies ought likewise to be required to state the amount of 
capital entitled to a dividend before the consumers are to have the 
price of their gas reduced.

COPY OF THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE BOARD OF THE GREAT CENTRAL 
COMPANY, READ BY THE DEPUTATION AT THE CONFERENCE. 

At a meeting of the directors, this day, convened at the instance of 
John Bradbury, Esq., a member of the board, to consider the pro- 
priety of the directors entertaining proposals from the old City gas 
companies in relation to the supply of the citizens with gas, Mr. 
Bradbury, in his place, stated that he had been waited upon, on the 
18th instant, by two influential citizens, who had been requested by 
the directors of the other companies to state that they were desirous 
to make certain proposals for the adjustment of all matters, in a 
manner that would prove satisfactory to the public and to this 
company. 

A question arose as to the nature and extent of the authority under 
which the gentlemen referred to had called upon Mr, Bradbury. 

Mr. Hardwick, one of the solicitors of this company, stated that, in 
the expectation that such a question might arise, he had seen Mr, 
Tyrrell, who, as acting for both the old City companies, informed him 
that the application for a conference, for the purpose stated, had 
emanated from them; whereupon it was resolved, 

“That the directors of this company are anxious to give the most 
respectful attention to any representations the other companies may 
be willing to make, with the earnest desire to spare all parties the 
expense and trouble to which a {protracted contest may lead. But, 
as this company have entered into an agreement with the Commis- 
sioners of Sewers, as the representatives of the public, the directors 
do not feel themselves at liberty to effect any settlement without their 
previous sanction. As nearly three-fourths of the private gas con- 
sumers of the City have agreed to take their gas from this company 
for five years, upon certain stated terms, this company cannot enter 
into any agreement with the other companies, inconsistent with those 
contracts, without the consent of the committee of gas consumers. 
As the directors of this company hold their powers from the share- 
holders, the board cannot conclude any arrangement without their 
full and free consent, to be expressed in the manner prescribed by 
the company’s deed of incorporation, and without the full indemnifi- 
cation of the shareholders. 

‘‘Resolved,—That, subject tothe foregoing conditions and limitations, 
this board are willing to nominate two of their body to meet two of 
the directors of the other companies, to receive and consider any 
suggestions that may be made—with powers, within certain defined 
limits, to negotiate for the settlement of the whole question ; but that 
it be an indispensable condition, that three influential gentlemen—one 
a member of the Consumers’ Committee, one amember of the Court of 
Sewers, and one a registered shareholder, not a director or officer—be 
present, together with any three gentlemen the other companies may 
select, for the purpose of acting as ‘recording witnesses’ of what 
passes at the conference, without having any voice in the negotiation, 
and without in any manner compromising their own opinions and 
actions, or the opinions and actions of the class to which they 
respectively belong. 

““That Mr. Charles Pearson (the interim chairman) and Mr. Dakin 
(the deputy-chairman) be appointed a deputation to attend the 
conference; with instructions to declare it to be a fundamental condi- 
tion of any arrangement that may be adopted by this company, that 
the gas consumers of the City shall have secured to them by deed (if 
sufficient), or by act of Parliament (if necessary), in perpetuity, the 
| full enjoyment of all the advantages proposed by this company, in 
their petition to the Court of Sewers, to be given to the public. 
Subject to this condition, the deputation are desired to learn the terms 
upon which the old companies are willing to carry out the foregoing 
cbjects, by means of either— 

“Ist. An amalgamation of this company with the City Gas Com- 
| pany, for the purpose of supplying the City only, making such 
| Femuneration to the Chartered Company as may be deemed just and 
| equitable, 
| ‘2nd. The retirement of either, or both, of the old companies, upon 
| reasonable terms, to be defined. 

‘« 3rd. The retirement of the new company, after securing to the 
public the objects for which the company was formed, and also 
providing for the shareholders an indemnification for all the engage- 
ments of the cor pany.” 

_ If the deputation from the old companies can devise a plan by which 
either of these arrangements can be fairly and honourably carried out, 
the directors of the new company will employ the utmost influence of 
their character and station to obtain the requisite authority from 
their shareholders, and the several persons with whom, in their name 
and behalf, the directors have entered into engagements. 

The foregoing resolutions having been passed, Mr. Hardwick was 
requested to wait upon Mr, Tyrrell during the sitting of the board. 
That gentleman returned to the offices of this company with Mr. 
Hardwick, when the chairman had an interview with them, and 
explained to Mr, Tyrrell the substance of the foregoing resolutions ; 
and Mr, Tyrrell engaged to see his clients, and to obtain an appoint- 
ment for the conference, and in the meantime to communicate with 
Messrs. Peto and Betts, the contractors, to prevent, in the interval, 
any unnecessary expense.— By order of the Board,

SECOND REPORT OF DEPUTATION. 

We, your deputation, appointed to attend the adjourned conference 
with the deputation from the other City gas companies, do further 
report :— 

1. That, in pursuance of the directions of fyour board, we requested 
the chairmen of the two companies would state the amount of the 
capital on which they would respectively claim to be paid the 10 per 
cent. dividend before they reduced the price of gas to the consumer, 
when increased consumption would admit, as it would be necessary to 
insert the amount of such capital in the deed or act of Parliament by 
which the companies had agreed to bind themselves, in order to 
enable the public auditor to say when the price should be reduced to 
3s. 6d., and when to 3s., in the manner proposed by this company to 
the Court of Sewers. 

Mr. Gray stated that the capital at which his company would 
claim the dividend was £300,000. We stated we understood the 
capital of his company did not exceed £200,000. Mr. Gray repeated 
it was £300,000. 

Mr. Hawes said the capital of the Chartered Company upon which 
they would claim the dividend was £583,000, or thereabouts. We 
said we had understood their capital was £800,000 or £900,000. Mr. 
Hawes said it was now only £583,000. The capital had, at one time, 
amounted to one million, but it had since been reduced to £583,000, 
or, in round figures, it might be taken at £600,000. 

‘‘ Having made minutes of these facts, we resumed the discussion 
where it had been left at the last meeting, premising, however, that 
the board had desired us to request that the observations made on the 
former occasion might not be repeated, so far as any offer of pecuniary 
compensation to the company for their retirement was concerned ; as, 
in consequence of what had transpired elsewhere, we should treat 
such an observation as offensive; and, under the direction of our 
board, we should in such an event withdraw from the conference. 

“Mr, Tyrrell then proceeded to read the resolution of a board 
meeting of the other companies (a copy of which is hereto annexed) ; 
but, upgn his reaching the words “To pay’’ a sum of money as the means 
of compromise, we obeyed the directions of our board, and retired 
from the discussion, CHARLES PEARSON,

COPY OF THE PROPOSALS MADE BY MR, TYRRELL ON BEHALF OF THE 
TWO OLD CITY GAS COMPANIES. 


The existing companies are willing to accept all the contracts for 
the supply of gas at 4s. per 1000 cubic feet, to be reduced to 3s. 6d. 
and to 3s. respectively, as and when the profits upon their under- 
takings shall enable them to pay 10 per cent. upon their capital; also 
to bind themselves by deed (or act of Parliament if necessary) to carry 
- same for five years as may be approved by the Commissioners of 

ewers, 

Upon the effectual retirement of the Great Central Gas Consumers’ 
Company, the existing companies are prepared to pay £10,000 into 
the hands of four independent persons, to be applied as may be 
directed by the present trustees of the Great Central Gas Consumers’ 
Company. 

How far it was prudent, under any circumstances, to offer 
a sum of money for the retirement of the parties from such a 
contest, is more than doubtful. We object on principle to 
such compromises, which are invariably the preludes to a 
succession of similar demands, and so many premiums held 
out to unscrupulous agitators. Whatever sacrifice is to be 
made, should be made ¢o the public, and not for the exclusive 
benefit of the leaders of the movement; and, had even greater 
concessions been required, than those already made, to save the 
wreck from total destruction, we should have preferred to see 
it offered in a further reduction in the price of gas, than that 
one shilling should ever have found its way into the pocket of 
the “ disinterested philanthropists’’ who have supported the 
movement. 

The proposal made was, however, quite within the scope of 
the third method indicated in the resolution of the Great 
Central Company, and must only have been declined as not 
being sufficiently large in amount for ‘‘ the indemnification of 
the shareholders for all the engagements of the company,” 
and ‘the several persons with whom and in their name and 
behalf the directors have entered into engagements.” It 
would have been an act of madness on the part of the old 
companies to have placed themselves at the mercy of parties 
having the contracts to build the works and to manufacture gas 
for twenty-one years; and in the offer made, they prudently 
limited their liability, and left the sum to be disposed of as the 
«« discreet trustees (without shares)’’ might direct. 

Although the Corporation has granted permission to lay 
their pipes, it is still very uncertain whether the new company 
will ever be in a position to avail themselves of it, in con- 
sequence of the difficulties attending the procuring of a site 
for the erection of their works, and the leave to lay their mains 
in the districts intervening between them and the city of 
London, the road and parochial authorities having refused 
the permission sought for,* so far as two sites are concerned ; 
and, should the railway companies follow their example—which 





* See the report of the vestry meeting of St. Pancras parish. 
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appears more than probable—the whole scheme may yet die a 
natural death. Indeed, it seems scarcely possible to lay several 
lines of large mains between the rails below the surface of the 
ground ; and any attempt to lay them on or above the surface 
must be attended with great danger in the working of the 
railway, Should, therefore, the authorities in whom is vested 
the power of granting premission for the opening of roads 
adhere to their expressed resolutions, we may look upon the 
project as defunct, though it is not improbable that the parties 
may be disposed to spend their deposits in hand in the des- 
perate last resource of a parliamentary contest. In the mean- 
time, however, not a brick is laid, nor a pipe cast, and it is 
consequently physically impossible that the projectors will be 
in a condition to fulfil their promises of supplying the city of 
London with gas in June next. 

We find a growing feeling among public men in favour of 
vesting the supply of gas and water to all populous towns in 
public commissioners, and we should not be surprised to see 
the attention of the Government called to this subject at an 
early period. An able pamphlet, by Sir William Clay, M.P., 
the Chairman of the Grand Junction and Southwark Water 
Companies, has excited much notice, and is an elaborate plea 
on behalf of the water companies for compensation in the event 
of such a project being brought forward. This argument may 
be applied with equal force to gas companies; and as Sir 
William takes a clear and sensible view of the question, and 
may be almost called a Water Reformer, his observations merit 
the attention of gas proprietors, whose interests are nearly 
identical with those of shareholders in water companies. 

A slight advance must be noted during the last month in 
iron and castings generally; but orders may be placed with 
ease at present rates, and we see nothing to warrant any fur- 
'| ther advance at present. The demand for pigs at Glasgow is 
more speculative than real—induced by the plethora of money. 











Communtcateds Articles, 
DEATH OF WILLIAM BATEMAN, ESQ. 


It has never before occurred to the Editor of this Journal to have 
to announce a decease so identified with the progress of gas lighting 
as that of William Bateman, Esq., late Governor of the Chartered 
Gas Light and Coke Company. On his becoming a proprietor of 
that company during the year 1821, his habits of observation and 
business combined to point out to him a sphere of usefulness in 
the administration of its concerns, and he took a prominent pait at 
the public meetings of the company. He became a candidate for the 
office of director, to which station he was elected by a large majority 
of the shareholders on the 7th of May, 1823. Accustomed to habits 
of great personal activity, and unable to take a half-interest in 
anything in which he was fairly embarked, he threw into the 
discharge of his duties as a director,an amount of energy and a 
devotion of time which told most favourably on the affairs of the 
company, and so much commended him to his brother directors 
and shareholders, that, on a vacancy occurring in the office of 
deputy-governor, he was unanimously elected to fill that post on 
the 30th of May, 1840. To many this would have been the signal 
for a relaxation of effort, and the additional honour would have 
been received as a reason for a decrease of activity; but the 
sterling integrity of his character made him feel this as an 
additional stimulus to exertion, and the records of the company 
will show that during his directorship and deputy-governorship the 
number of his attendances very largely exceeded that prescribed by 
the regulations under which he acted. 

To his unabated zeal in the discharge of his duties, the most 
flattering testimony was paid by the fact that on the retirement of 
the late Sir David Pollock, on occasion of his appointment to a high 
official station in India, Mr. Bateman was called, by the unanimous 
voice of the proprietors, to fill the honourable and responsible office 
of Governor on the 6th of October, 1846. Thus, after a trial of 
twenty-three years, he received at the hands of those who had 
committed to him the care of their interests, the most significant 
token of their esteem and confidence. ‘This office he retained, and 
the duties of it he fulfilled (having presided at the meeting of the 
directors on the 11th of January last), unto the day of his death, 
accomplishing a period of service of untiring activity, very little 
short of twenty-seven years. 

The esteem in which he was held by his brother directors is well 
expressed by the following resolution passed at their first court 
held after his decease :— 

“ Resolved,—That the Secretary do communicate to the family 
of their late most valued Governor, the following record from the 
minutes of the Court; and at the same time express its deep 
sympathy with them under this (which the directors would desig- 
nate) mutual bereavement. 

“* Resolved unanimously,—That the late William Bateman, 

















Esq., having eminently served this company for a period of more 
than twenty-six years, and during a portion of that time upheld 
with a wise firmness, the honourable position of its Governor, has 
founded for himself, the most enduring claim to the admiration 
and gratitude of the whole body of proprietors; and this Court 
especially will long cherish the remembrance of his entire devote- 
ment of every faculty of a strong mind, and of all his extensive 
influence, that the interests of the company (which ever seemed 
inwoven with his existence) might thereby be advanced and 
secured. And to his family it may be some consolation to know 
that his dignified bearing while presiding over the deliberations of 
this Court, has contributed much to promote these, the great objects 


of his constant care. 
(Signed) “C. Burus, Secretary.” 

To all that concerned the interests of gas, and of his own 
company in particular, Mr. Bateman was most enthusiastically 
devoted. He shrank from no responsibility, and threw all the 
weight of his influence, which from his character and position 
was by no means inconsiderable, into his efforts to further what 
he believed to be for their advantage. 

His courage on all public occasions never failed. His clear- 
sightedness was often shown, even when he did not succeed in 
carrying out his own views; and those who opposed him had to 
acknowledge the truth of his predictions. 

His predecessor, Sir David Pollock, having had many oppor- 
tunities of observing him, was heard to say on one occasion, when 
some expression of surprise escaped those who were remarking on 
the justness of certain views (not connected with gas) which he had 
entertained in opposition to the large number of those associated 
with him—* If William Bateman should form a decided opinion 
upon any point, even though the majority should differ from him, 
I should incline to prefer his views.” 

The officers of the company always found in him a kind director, 
a considerate counsellor, and, while conducting themselves well, 
a warm and unflinching friend. 

He loved truth, and had no notion of prevarication or evasion. 
During the various efforts made at different times by the public 
to interfere with the company over which he presided, he was 
always at his post, ready to bear the brunt of the clamour raised ; 
and at the last, when his failing health and faculties really would 
have disabled most men, he was still in the front of the battle, 
ready to do all he could for his friends, under the conscientious 
feeling that those who had invested their money in the concern, 
had a right to expect his best exertions for their welfare. 

Mr. Bateman was married to Ann, daughter of Stephen Wilson, 
Esq., the eldest sister of the present Bishop of Calcutta; she died 
seven years before him. He was the father of a large family, 
among whom he was greatly reverenced and loved. He died at 
Stoke Newington, where he resided after his retirement from busi- 
ness, at the mature age of.75, from no specific malady, but from the 
natural decay of his vital powers. His health had been generally 
good; but the loss of a beloved daughter at Brighton, whither 
he had taken her in the autumn of 1849, in health, and where 
he left her in the grave, appeared to tell very heavily upon his 
constitution and spirits; and, though enabled to continue attend- 
ance on his public duties to within a few days of his decease, it 
was with obviously enfeebled powers. 

Mr. Bateman was a member of the Court of the Goldsmiths’ 
Company; he was elected a member of the Court of Assistants in 
1828; he served the office of Prime Warden in the year 1836; 
and, had his life been prolonged another year, would have been 
called a second time to fulfil the duties of that distinguished 
station. He was also a commissioner of sewers for the Holborn 
and Finsbury Divisions, until it was superseded by the General 
Metropolitan Commission; and was an active member of several 
of the benevolent and religious institutions of this metropolis. 





IRON AND CLAY RETORTS. 

Srr,—In perusing your Journal from time to time, I observe that 
considerable difference of opinion is expressed as to the relative 
economy of = and cast-iron retorts, and am satisfied that this 
goes to prove that clay retorts have never yet had a fair trial in 
England. The manufacturers of fire-clay retorts do not lack proof 
of the superiority of the latter, if the statements they give in their | 
circulars were admissible; these I have been accustomed to re- 
ceive at what I considered their value. I am of opinion that the | 
safest basis for estimating their true value is the result of some 
years’ experience—and I need not tell you that it is a good while 
since the canny folk in the North discovered which was to be pre- 
ferred in point of economy—and it is with the view of giving you 
the result of seven years’ trial with clay retorts that I now address 

ou. I may state that previous to 1842, in the works with which 

am connected, one half of the retorts were iron, the other half 
clay ; and it was found that the latter were in every way to be pre- 
ferred, and since then none other have been employed. 

The greatest number we have had in action this season was 
fifteen—part of which are of English manufacture and part made 
in Scotland—generally in two pieces, with a moveable cap at the 
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back end. I prefer them thus, instead of one piece, as, on letting 
them down, the shrinkage causes a slight separation at the joint in 
the middle, instead of an unequal rent in the body of such as are 
in one entire piece. The leakage is not to be taken into account, 
as invariably they are quite tight with twenty-four hours’ work. 
They are 7 feet 6 inches long inside; set three in one oven, with 
furnace in the centre. The two lower retorts are D shape, 15 inches 
wide and 14 inches high. The upper retort is circular, and 
154 inches in diameter, enclosed in a semi-elliptical arch, the base 
of which is the short diameter, which figure is best adapted for 
enclosing three retorts, and leaving as little waste space within as 
possible. The average yield of gas from three such retorts is from 
13,000 to 15,000 feet in twenty-four hours, according to their con- 
dition. ‘The accumulation of carbonaceous crust within is probably 
the most difficult matter with them, but I am not sure whether iron 
retorts are not at least as bad; but I usually allow them, once a month 
or six weeks, to remain uncharged for a day or two at a time, with 
the lids open, and the admission of the oxygen from the atmosphere 
seldom fails to consume it away; and any cracks or flaws, which 
are then readily seen, may be pointed up with fire-clay, and they 
are then set to work afresh. ‘The following is the net cost of the 
retort account yearly, which includes every expense connected with 
the retort bench—as retorts, bricks, furnace-bars, taking down and 
resetting, &c. &c.—upon each 1000 feet of gas manufactured :—

The average expenditure annually being something less than 13d. 
per 1000 feet manufactured. The first year is the highest, in con- 
sequence of considerable extra expense in rebuilding the bench ; 
but I am convinced that the average cost is quite sufficient for 
covering all our expense—materials continuing at the same price.

THE PARISH OF ST. PANCRAS AND THE GREAT 
CENTRAL GAS CONSUMERS’ COMPANY. 

Wednesday, Jan, 23, having been appointed by the vestry of St. 
Pancras for the reception of the report of the committee appointed to 
inquire in reference to the site of land said to have been purchased 

ty the Great Central Gas Consumers’ Company in the vicinity of 
| Maiden-lane, for the purpose of erecting their gas works thereon by 

, permission of the vestry, considerable interest was manifested in the 

| proceedings, 

Mr. Charles Pearson, M.P., Mr. Dakin, and Mr. Croll, attended as 

;a deputation from the Great Central Gas Consumers’ Company, to 
support their application. 

Francis Hearey, Esq., churchwarden, having been called to the 
| chair, 

Mr. Mortimore Timpson brought up the following report :— 

“ St. Pancras, Middlesex. 

*«* The committee of vestrymen appointed to examine the site proposed for the works 
of the Great Central Gas Consumers’ Company, and as to the probable effect upon 
the health of the inhabitants in the vicinity thereof, 

** Report—That your committee met on the 15th and 22nd inst., and examined the 
proposed site for the erection of the works of the said company, and have taken into 
their consideration the probable effect that it might have on the health of the inha- 
bitants within its vicinity. 

“Your committee submit that to comply with the request contained in the memo- 
rial of the said company for leave to lay down two mains along the whole of Gray’s- 
inn-road from King’s-cross to Henry-street, and to grant them the proposed site for 
the erection of their works, will be highly detrimental to the interest and welfare of 
the parish, and injurious to the health of the inhabitants in the vicinity thereof; 
and as no benefit or advantage to the parish will in any way arise or be derived 
therefrom (other than the rating), and as it will also cause great depreciation in the 
value of the surrounding property, considerably more than the supposed estimated 
value o the rating, 

“ Your committee, therefore, consider the proposed gas works will be a nuisance, 
and that the site for its erection being within the prescribed limits of the act of 
Parliament in reference to the workhouse, recommend the vestry not to accede to 
the company’s request. 

(Signed) ** MORTIMORE Timpson, Chairman.” 

Mr. T. L, Baker moved that the report be received and adopted ; 
and, the motion having been seconded, 

Mr. Dyxe complained of the hasty conclusion to which the com- 
mittee had come, instead of waiting for a few days to give the pro- 
moters of the Great Central Gas Company an opportunity of proving 
by medical testimony before them that the gas works in question 
would be conducted on such a principle that it would be no nuisance 
whatever. He moved that, prior to the consideration of the report, 
the deputation be admitted and heard. 

Mr, Ewart seconded the motion, which was carried. 

‘The deputation were then admitted, and the report of the com- 
mittee having been read to them by Mr. Cook, the newly-appointed 


vestry-clerk, 














Mr. Cuares Pearson, M.P., said: On the part of the Great Cen- 
tral Gas Consumers’ Company, which he represented, he was unwil- 
ling to offer any opposition to the report which had been read, if the 
gentlemen who had drawn up that report considered they had suf- 
ficient facts before them to justify them in coming to that conclusion. 
He was in the habit of dealing with matters when they came before 
him in a tangible shape, but it was utterly impossible for him to 
grapple with statements of which he had, and of which he believed 
the committee had, no knowledge. Without, therefore, any desire to 
influence the vestry with regard to the adoption of the report, he 
begged to make a statement in reference to certain allegations which 
had been circulated, endeavouring to damage the credit of the Great 
Central Company, by making it appear that the deputation who had 
appeared before the vestry on a former occasion had a desire to 
deceive the board, and more particularly that he (Mr. Pearson) was 
represented to be in Paris when he was at the same moment in 
Guildhall. Now, the fact was this, that he (Mr. Pearson) was at 
Paris at half-past eight on the previous evening, and made all the 
haste possible to be in Londonin time; but, being too late for the train 
at Dover, he did not arrive at his office until after the time the depu- 
tation were to be at that vestry, and then, finding there was a com- 
mittee sitting at which his presence was required, he felt bound in 
duty to the corporation, whose servant he was, to attend it. He men- 
tioned this in justice to the deputation, who believed he had not 
arrived from Paris. He felt it necessary also to offer some explanation 
in reference to the land, as it had been boldly stated that the company 
had no land at all, (Hear, hear.) It was quite true that they had no 
land ‘‘to have and to hold,” but they had equitably entered into a 
contract with the Great Northern Company, who held a portion of 
their land, belonging to St. Bartholomew's Hospital, without the 
clause of “ pre-emption,” and in the course of a few days it would 
have been completed, and assigned to them, had not the report of the 
proceedings of that vestry got into the newspapers, and attracted the 
attention of the secretary of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, who was also 
secretary to a gas company, and other parties intimately connected with 
another gas company ; and the influence of those gentlemen had been 
exercised, and the governors of the hospital had declined to sell. 
There was no doubt but a bill in equity would compel the contract to | 
be carried out, but they (the Great Central Company) did not think | 
it fit to resort to so idlea mode. Had the report of the committee of | 
that vestry been favourable instead of adverse, he (Mr. Pearson) had 
no hesitation in expressing his belief that the difficulties with the | 
governors of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital might have been got over ; 
but the course which the committee had thought proper to adopt, if 
affirmed by that popularly constituted body, would induce them as 
judicious men to bow to the decision, and look out for a site elsewhere. 
(Cries of “* Hear, hear.) ‘They had hoped that, as a body of men 
engaged in the solution of a great public principle and benefit, they 
should have had the St. Pancras vestry with them. If they were 
driven a mile further out for the erection of their works, it would 
involve an additional expense of about £7000. It was with deep 
regret he viewed that report, and he could only say that, with the 
other difficulties he had mentioned, it was too much to grapple with, 
seeing that it was fighting against a foregone conclusion. He knew 
that scurrilous handbills had been freely circulated amongst the 
vestry, but he was prepared to answer any question with regard to | 











the position of the company, or its objects. (Hear.) 

Mr. Dyxe said it had been boldly asserted that this was a bubble | 
company, and that they had offered to withdraw on condition of cer- 
tain existing companies giving them asum of money. Was that a fact? | 

Mr. Pearson said it was not only not a fact, but diametricall 
opposite to fact. Not only was every share in the company sold, | 
and the calls paid up, but the directors had paid up £1500 more than | 
their calls. There never was a company formed upon more pure | 
principles. | 

Mr. Turner said, it appeared from Mr. Pearson’s own admission | 
that the company had not really got any ground, and therefore they | 
were applying for permission to erect their works on a site they had 
not got. | 

Mr. Pearson had no doubt whatever, if the vestry granted their 
permission, that the company would obtain that of the trustees of | 
the hospital. 

Mr. Harpine wished to know, if the works were allowed to be | 
erected, did the company intend to give the parish of St. Pancras the 
benefit of cheap gas? 

Mr. Pearson said he would not, to catch a vote, tell an untruth. 
They had not the intention of supplying the parish of St. Pancras, 
The fact was, the company had not sufficient capital to supply such 
a parish. 

Mr. Harpine: Then it is quite clear we are to have the nuisance 
without any accompanying benefit. 

Mr. Cooper condemned the practice, which had been adopted, of 
persons circulating pamphlets containing misrepresentations of what 
took place in that vestry. As an act of justice to the gentlemen 
forming the deputation he begged to say they did not positively assert 
they had got the land, but they said they had got the contract for the 
land. 

Mr. Daxn said his observation was that the land was equitably, 
though not legally, conveyed. It was also misrepresented that he 
had said the land was in Islington. 

The CHArRMAN said he must be allowed to say that Mr. Dakin, and 
other members of the deputation, did say that it was in the parish of 
Islington. (Loud cries of ‘* Hear, hear !’’) 

Several members of the vestry corroborated the chairman's state- 
ment. 

Mr. Timpson wished to ask Mr. Charles Pearson whether he had 
not resigned the chairmanship of the company ? 

Mr. Parson said he had sent in his resignation, and only remained 
as chairman till his successor was appointed. He was only about to 
retire in consequence of his official duties, although eighteen out of 
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the twenty-four wardmotes had requested him to remain. His son- 
in-law had, however, come into the direction, and all his family were 
concerned in it. 

The deputation having withdrawn, 

Mr. Turner complained of the insinuation which Mr. Pearson had 
thrown out, that it was that vestry who were crushing this company, 
whereas they, not having the land, did not know whether they would 
require the sanction of that vestry at all. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Dyke said he should move as an amendment, ‘ That the Cen- 
tral Gas Consumers’ Company be allowed a week to produce evidence 
as to whether the new plan of generating gas will be a nuisunce or 
not.” 

Dr. BermineHam seconded the motion, on the ground that he 
thought the committee had been rather hasty in coming to a conclu- 
sion. He was well aware that gas, as manufactured by the existing 
companies, gave out a large amount of carbonetted hydrogen, which 
was most prejudicial to health; but he could well believe that the 
advance of science was such as to render the manufacture of gas pure 
and harmless. 

Mr. We tsy said, notwithstanding all the advances which might 
have been made in chemical knowledge with regard to the manufac- 
ture of gas, no one would ever make him believe that gas could be 
manufactured without creating a nuisance. (Hear.) He had, as a 
| landlord of property in the vicinity of gas works, been half ruined by 
| the ill health and refusal of his tenants to live there; and therefore 
| he spoke feelingly on the subject, and he hoped the vestry would 
pause before they lent themselves to this monster nuisance. (Hear, 
hear.) He would contend that the vestry were bound not only to 
look to the health, but to other interests of the parishioners and 
the poor of the parish ; and, if these works interfered with the erection 
of valuable property, depend upon it, so far from being a benefit, even 
- a pecuniary point of view, it would be a great injury. (Hear, 

ear.) 

Mr. Pierce said he had to present a petition from what might be 
justly termed the garden of that parish, signed by 150 of the inha- 
| bitants of Camden-road Villas and its vicinity against this measure 
being carried out. It was as follows :— 

**To the Vestry of St. Pancras. 

“We, the undersigned inhabitants and ratepayers of the northern division of the 
parish of St. Pancras, understanding that a company are in treaty for the purchase 
of land for the purpose of erecting a gasometer on the boundary of the parish, in 
Maiden-lane, adjoining the Kast and West Indian Dock and Birmingham Extension 
Railway, and have requested your permission for their laying down their pipes in 
Gray’s-inn-lane, &c., do most respectfully solicit the vestry to pause, and well con- 
sider before such request be granted, believing that the erection of such works will 
be very detrimental to the value of the property already built and occupied, and will 
cause the erection of a very inferior class of houses on the uncovered ground 
a thereby injuring the rates, and introducing a second Agar-town into the 
parish. 

Mr. Prerce, in continuation, observed that houses were erecting in 
the immediate vicinity of where these works were proposed of the 
value of £1200 a piece, and Camden-square and Camden-villas had 
been built on the faith that the vestry would protect them from any 
nuisance being established. (Hear, hear.) He hoped, therefore, the 
vestry would protect them from the nuisance which these speculators 
(for he could call them nothing else) proposed. 

Mr. Ewarr did not agree with the last speaker or with others. He 
believed that this gas could be manufactured without being a nuisance; 
at all events it ought to be tested before it was declared to be so. It 
was the way, however, in which any good for the public was served 
by that vestry, whether it was paving the New-road, baths and wash- 
houses, the supply of water, or a better supply of gas. It was a farce 
to talk of building beautiful squares when builders well knew there 
were two many large houses in the market already. 

Mr. Spooner said it appeared that on both sides it was mere asser- 
tion: on the one that these gas works would be a nuisance, and on 
the other that gas could be manufactured without being a nuisance; 
and, being desirous of information, he supported the amendment. 

Mr. Bretrincuam had intended to have been silent, but, after the 
statement of Mr. Ewart, he was ready to run the risk of being called 
an opponent to cheap gas, cheap water, and cheap baths. They must 
recollect that that vestry were the representatives of the ratepayers, 
and they were bound to see that the property of the parish was not 
again depreciated as it had been. Mr. Brettingham here referred to 
the ruinous extent to which the model’ lodging-house in the St. 
Pancras-road had depreciated the house property in its vicinity He 
had been beset on this gas question by both sides. ‘Oh,”’ said one, 
‘*you are for cheap gas?’’ ‘Certainly.’ ‘But would you like a gas- 
ometer behind your house?’ ‘Oh no, I should think not,” was the 
reply. (Hear, hear.) Now, let the vestry examine the pretensions of 
this Great Central Company. They said that they were willing to 
light the City at 4s. per thousand cubic feet; but they admitted that, 
to attempt to light the parish of St. Pancras or the outskirt districts 
at such a price, they could do no such thing. (Hear, hear.) Thena 
pretty mess they had made of the question of the land, notwithstanding 
they were under the guidance of the immaculate Mr. Charles Pearson. 
Why, they had taken thousands of pounds out of the pockets of the 
people on the plea of giving them gas in June next, without having 
one inch of ground to build their works upon. No wonder, therefore, 
they were desirous of keeping the matter secret; and they did so till 
it came before that vestry, the proceedings of which were public, and 
when the whole affair got blown to the world. (Hear, hear.) The 
public had during late years been subject to delusions like these 
companies, got up by adventurers and schemers; but it was the duty 
of public bodies like that, when they had the opportunity, to see that 
the weak-minded were not plundered. (Hear, hear.) They knew 
well that hundreds of persons had been ruined by schemes like this, 
with members of Parliament at their head; and therefore the vestry, 
unless fortified by memorials from the ratepayers out of doors, were 
not justified in lending any aid to them. He thought the report took

the common-sense view of the ques‘ion, and at the risk of being called 





a supporter of the gas monopoly, which was not the fact, he would 
vote for it. 

Mr. T. L. Baxer said, having moved this resolution, he was de- 
sirous of offering an observation, showing how impossible it was for 
these parties to carry out their scheme as they proposed. A few years 
ago a certain new company, in order to get in, offered to light the 
Bedford estate at £3. 12s. per light, and after they had taken the 
contract they found they were doing it at a great loss; the result was 
that when the contract came to be renewed they wanted seven 
guineas per light for that for which they had previously charged 
£3. 12s. (Hear, hear.) He had no doubt but such would be the case 
with this Great Central Company. 

Mr. T. H. Smrru was as much an advocate for cheap gas as any one, 
but he would say, if the City alone were to derive the benefit, let these 
gentlemen—the Great Central Company—find a place in the City for their 
nuisance, (Hear.) 

Mr, Prenpercast expressed his conviction that there was an 
attempt at deception on the part of the deputation from the company, 
and he was prepared to assert that they did at first endeavour to 
make the vestry believe that the land was in the parish of Islington. 
(Hear, hear.) 4 

Mr. Bixterr could not give a silent vote on this question. The 
Central Company asked for time to prove that their gas was pure and 
innoxious. If it was so, what had they been about the last twelve 
months not to have produced evidence of the fact? But what had 
been the case? There had been such changes, in which the Great 
Central Company were continually occupied, that it clearly showed 
the instability of their concern. First they changed their bankers, 
then their trustees, then their auditors; and he (Mr. Billett) thought 
the retirement of such men from the concern as Aldermen Humphery, 
Hooper, and Finnis, together with their late accountant, did not look 
very well, (Hear hear.) When before the committee of the House of 
Commons they told one tale, when before the City Court of Sewers 
another, and when before the St. Pancras vestry quite a different tale, 
about their land. (Hear.) In the first instance they said their land 
was partly in and partly out of the City; before the Court of Sewers 
they said it was at Bow; and to that vestry they said it was near the 
Model Prison in the parish of Islington ; whereas it was no such thing ; 
and at last the real truth had come out, namely, that in reality they 
had no land at all. The Great Central gentlemen said that they were 
about to supply gas at 4s. per thousand feet, and that they would get 
out of that 10 per cent. profit. How they were to do it was to him 
(Mr. Billett) a mystery. There were 14 companies now in London, || 
with 20 establishments for the supply of gas, and their charge was 6s. 
per thousand; and even at that rate, although the first talent that 
could be obtained was employed, ten of those companies were at a 
discount, and two paid no dividends at all; and yet, with all this 
staring the public in the face, these gentlemen had the effrontery to 
come forward and say they could supply gas at 33 per cent. less, and 
secure for themselves even then a profit of 10 per cent. They based 
their calculations on the probability of at once obtaining the supply 
of three hundred and fifty millions of cubic feet of gas in the City. 
Why, the whole estimated supply of the City gas was 500 millions, 
and was it likely these gentlemen would get at once 350 millions? 
When the amount arrived at 450 millions the price was to be reduced 
to 3s, 6d.; and when it arrived at 600 millions, which was 100 millions 
more than was actually consumed, it was to be reduced to 3s. per 
thousand. He really wondered these clever gentlemen did not adver- 
tise that when the supply amounted to 1000 millions they would give 
the supply for nothing and get ten per cent. out of it. (Laughter.) 
The company had given no guarantee whatever that their gas works 
would not be anuisance, and therefore the vestry, from past experience, 
had a right to assume that it would, and they had a right not only to 
protect the rich, but also to be the champions of the poor, and prevent 
the poor in Agar-town as well as the rich in Camden-villas from 
nuisance. He (Mr. Billett) certainly thought that the City companies 
had shown a vast amount of unmanly fear and cowardice, in con- 
sequence of the blustering of the Great Central speculation, in prema 
turely reducing the price of their gas ; and the tenor of Mr. Pearson’s 
own observations went to show that they could not give a supply 
themselves at 4s. in any other place but the City. He hoped he had 
made out a strong case showing that the vestry would not be justified 
in acceding to the demands of the Great Central Company. (Hear.) 

Mr. Cook, the vestry clerk, said he had received the following com- 
munication from the agent of the Marquis of Camden on the subject :— 

«21, Montagu-street, Russell-square, Jan. 12, 1850. 
“To the Vestry of the Parish of St. Pancras.” 

“ Gentlemen,— Having received intimation that a deputation from the directors of 
the Central Gas Consumers’ Company have waited upon your board for consent to 
lay down their pipes in Gray’s inn-lane and other parts of the parish, and that they 
have intimated that they are in treaty with the East and West India Dock and 
Birmingham Junction Railway Company for ground in Maiden-lane, near the Camden- 
town estate, with a view to erect a gasometer thereon, I beg, as the agent of the 
Marquis of Camden and the Prebendary of Cantelows (the owners of the Camden- 
town estate) most earnestly to petition that your honourable board will not sanction 
a consent to the proposition made by the company, as being most prejudicial to 
the estate which I represent and the tenants thereon, who in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the situation proposed for the gas works are under engagement to 
erect houses of a very superior class, and upon whom the works in question would 
inflict serious consequences.—I have the honour to be, gentlemen, your obedient 
servant, “JouN SHaw.” 

A petition was also read from Mr. George Newman, an extensive 
builder, stating that, under contract with the Marquis of Camden, he 
had already expended upwards of £55,000 in the erection of villa 
residences in the vicinity of the Bartholomew's Hospital estate (the 
proposed site for the works) ; that he was under engagement to build 
160 houses more of the villa description and first and second class 
houses; and that the erection of gas works in the vicinity would be 
such a nuisance as to entirely destroy the property and depreciate 
the rental of the parish. He prayed, therefore, the vestry not to 
grant the memorial of the Great Central Gas Consumers’ Company. 

The question was here put from the chair, and the amendment was 
negatived by a majority of 29 to 9. On the original motion there 
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appeared—For the adoption of the report, 30; against it, 4: majority 
for adopting the report refusing to allow the Great Central Company 
to erect their works and lay their mains, 26,
